William Duff Asks In Commons For Names of Con¬ 
tractors and Amounts They Have Received to Date:

Ottawa, Feb. 15.—(Canadian Press)—William Duff, Liberal 
member for Lunenburg, N.S., has filed resolutions on the Commons 
order paper for Wednesday asking information on the Govern¬ 
ment's shipbuilding activities. . 

Mr. Duff wants to know the number of steel ships being built 
in Prince Rupert and Vancouver and the number of wooden ships 
in Victoria. 

He. also wants to know the names of the Canadian Government 
Merchant Marine ships entered at the port of Montreal since May, 
1918, and whether or not the Government has let a contract for the 
construction of a drydock at Victoria. 

Mr. Duff Is asking Ihe names of the, 
contractors and the amounts they 
I have received to date, together with 
Ihe names of all the tenderers and 
the amounts of their tenders. 

R. J. Manlon, Fort William, will 
Introduce a resolution urging upon 
the Government the advisability of 
bringing down a policy having for Its 
object the development of the natural 
resources of Canada.

— Pensions to widowed mothers are 
the subject of a resolution which Is 
to bo Introduced in the Commons by 
C. G. Power, Quebec South. Mr. 

Power proposes to amend the Pen¬ 
sions Act so as to provide that the 
pension of a widowed mother of a 
member of the forces who died on 
active service shall not be reduced 
on account of ( her income, and fur¬ 
ther that pensions shall be granted 
her of right, whether or not there^ 
are other living children. 


London, Feb. 15.—A revolution has broken out in the state.of 
Tonk, in Rajputana, says a Reuter dispatch from Allahabad. After 
agreeing to demands of the people, the Nawab, Mohammedan ruler 
of the district, arrested leaders of the movement, whereupon riot¬ 
ing broke out. State troops are actively engaged and people are 
fleeing toward British territory. The capital of the district is 
located in the city of Tonk, about fifty miles south of Jaipur.

laondon, Feb. 15.—Rt. Hon. Winston 
8pencer Churchill, the newly ap¬ 
pointed Secretary for the Colonies, 
announced last night what was al¬ 
ready unofficially known, that he had 
been entrusted with the formation 
and conduct of a new "Middle East 
Department." 

Mr. Churchill was taking formal 
leave of the principal offleals of the 
War Office and, referring to the 
heavy military expenditures, explain- 
e-d^at It was the outcome of extra 
commitments placed on Great Britain 
by the Supreme Council in the main¬ 
tenance of troops on the Rhine and 
in Constantinople >*fd in the execu¬ 
tion of mandates in Palestine and 
Mesopotamia, which had thrown 
heavy additional expense on the army 
estimates, a large portion of which 
would In the near future fall to him 
through the new' Middle East De¬ 
partment. 

To Lighton -Burden. 

He proposed, when tho machinery 
was created in a few months, to ask 
Parliament for a vote, giving him the 
responsibilty and permitting him to 
bear the burden. He proposed to re- i 
( I ley© the army department of the 
vague, indefinite and formidable ex¬ 
penses with which it was burdened 
in consequence of these extraneous 
commitments. He hoped to lighten 
the taxpayers’ burden by reducing 
these commitments and bringing 
these regions mentioned into a less 
extravagant condition than now.

Train Was Ambushed By 
Raiders Near Kinsale 


British Ambassador on Way to 
Resume His Duties 


Cork. Feb. 16,—Five male passeng¬ 
ers and one woman passenger and 
two members of the "Irish Republi¬ 
can Army" were killed to-day when 
a passenger train carrying troops was 
ambushed near Kinsale by republican 
forces armed with bombs and rifles. 
Six soldiers, two railroad officials and 
two women passengers were serious¬ 
ly wounded^iad several others slight¬ 
ly wounded. 

The train contained forty soldiers, 
who replied to the fire of tho am¬ 
bushing forces and a fierce battle fol¬ 
lowed. 

A relief train with the bodies of the 
dead reached Cork this afternoon. 

Report via Belfast. 

Belfast, Feb. 15.—A passenger train j 
carrying troops from Cork to Skib- 
bereen Is reported to have been am¬ 
bushed between Ballinhasslg and 
Kinsale by Sinn Felners armed with 
bombs and rifles. It is believed there 
were many casualties on both sides. 

Forbidden. 

Cork, Feb. 15.—Street or bouse-to- 
house collections of money for any 
purpose have been prohibited by 
, Major-General Sir Edward Strick¬ 
land, military commander of the 
British forces in Ireland, but It la In¬ 
dicated that permission will be grant¬ 
ed in certain cases.

Convene to Consider Financial 
Problems February 28 


To decide what representations it 
will make to the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment regarding the tyiancing of 
schools and hospitals, tho Executive 
of the Union of British Columbia 
Municipalities will meet In Victoria 
( on February 28. The Executive decid¬ 
ed to hold this meeting when It mpt 
In Vancouver yesterday and deter¬ 
mined to oppose, the principle of "ear¬ 
marking" certain taxes for hospital: 
and school purposes. It is planned to 
lay a definite plan of action before 
the Government on March l or 2, after 
the meeting hero has had an oppor¬ 
tunity of going into the subject fully. 

In deciding at Vancouver yesterday 
to oppose the turning over by the 
Government of certain taxes to be 
used exclusively for school and hos¬ 
pital purposes, the Executive took the 
stand that there was no relation be¬ 
tween the. probable Income and prob¬ 
able expenditure. The money for 
schools and hospitals should come out 
of the general revenue of the. Prov¬ 
ince Into which all taxes, nave tho 
motor tax. should be paid. % 
Oppose Liquor Plan. 

To make the hospitals and schools 
riei»niident entirely on the proceeds of 


_ attention from my 

Ministers, who are striving to revive 
trade and prosperity, and in the 
meantime assist those who unfor¬ 
tunately have no employment. You 
will be invited to pass a bill extend¬ 
ing provisions which were made for 
the unemployed under the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Act." (This act pro¬ 
vides that employees pay a premium 
against unemployment by which they 
receive Government assistance if they 
are out of work.)

I earnestly hope 
these efforts may be concluded by 
the loyal and frank co-operation of 
employers and employees, for It is 
through co-operation of. capital and 
labor in a spirit of mutual trust and 
confidence that early solution of this 
grave problem may be found."

Ktng Georg© announced (lie deter¬ 
mination of the Government to 
reduce expenditures to the lowest 
level consistent with tho well-being 
of th© Empire, und he said a bill 
would b© presented dealing "with the 
sale of alcoholic liquor in the light of 
experience gained during tho war."

Tho King announced that pro¬ 
posals for th© removal of control of 
the home price and export quantities 
of coal would be followed at the 
earliest possible moment by th© com¬ 
plete restoration of th© industry to 
Us normal conditions of freedom. 

Railways. 

Bills also would be submlted, he 
said, for reorganization of the rail¬ 
ways of Great Britain, completion of; 
land purchases In Ireland and 
facilitating a church union in Scot¬ 
land. 

Hope was expressed by tho King 
that the work of the committee deal¬ 
ing with reform of th© House of 
Lords would be finished in time to 
permit Its proposals being submitted i 
to Parliament at the present session. 

India. 

Th© King said he prayed that the 
assumption by his subjects in India 
of their new political responsibilities 
would secure a progressive adminis¬ 
tration and an early appeasement of 
political strife. 

The policy of the Government re¬ 
garding Egypt following the investi¬ 
gation of the special mission sent 
there, he declared, would be laid be¬ 
fore the members of Parliament.

Tho King also announced that he 
was glad to say that arrangements 
had been made to renew personal 
consultations between his Ministers 
In London and their colleagues in the 
Governments of the Overseas Domin¬ 
ions.

She 
was built by th <9 Hull Brothers of 
Port Ludlow, Wash., originally as a 
pilot boat for San Francisco, and is 
considered the finest built ship, and 
also the fastest of her class, and was 
recently purchased by the Lady Mine 
Shipping and Fishing Company, 
which owns and operates her. She 
should be of much benefit to the port 
of Sidney, which has had no regular 
service for the past two years. 

She is equipped with a 160-horse 
power six cylinder engine, and has a 
speed of ten knots. 

Capt. W. H. Smith, who is the 
president of the Lady Mine Shipping 
and Fishing Co. of Vancouver, has 
been in Sidney on a business visit in 
the interests of his company. Capt. 
Smith recently left the service of the 
C. P. R.. having commanded for ten 
years tlie S. S. Milwaukee, of the C. 
P. O. S. Atlantic service. During the 
war he landed over 300,000 tons of 
food stuffs and war munitions for the 
Allied governments successfully, but 
finally, on October 31, 1918, the Mil¬ 
waukee was torpedoed by a German 
submarine. The crew took to their 
boats unmolested by the Germans, 
who on that occasion seemingly play¬ 
ed the game, rescued Capt. Smith im¬ 
mediately on the first torpedo hitting 
the ship, wirelessed the nearest Brl- i 
tish torpedo boat destroyer, which 
was ninety miles away, but came up 
and took away the survivors of the 
Milwaukee (one man only waa killed 
by the explosion) doing it in three 
hours from the time she got the wire¬ 
less message. After the. loss of his 
ship ('apt. Smith was appointed as¬ 
sistant marine superintendent of the 
C. P. O. S. at Liverpool, which posi¬ 
tion he continued to occupy till he 
tendered his resignation shortly after 
peace was declared. Capt. Smith Is a 
native of Windsor, N. S., and early 
took to the sea, getting his first ex¬ 
perience on a sailing ship. The cap¬ 
tain has been a resident of East 
Burnaby, near Vancouver, where he 
has been living the past eighteen 
months. Like most of the old sailing 
ship masters Capt. Smith has seen 
much of the world, and is a very in¬ 
teresting vaconteur.

Mr. Bowser—Well, I'll have to take 
your word but I urn glad 1 didn't have 
to follow you around. 

“Constitutional Rot," 

The Opposition Leader charged the 
Premier with feeling out tho House 
on Friday on this question and said 
the Opposition members were too 
wary to grab at the fly which Hon. 
Mr. Oliver cast over before them. 
He then mentioned statements made 
by the Government to the effect that 
the responsibility of initiating legis¬ 
lation lay with the Legislature. 

"I never heard any more utter con¬ 
stitutional ‘rot,’ if I may use that ex¬ 
pression,” he continued. "Why, It is 
well known that no private member 
can bring down a bill, and no mem¬ 
ber of the Opposition, Where the 
finances of the country are concerned 
a Minister of the Crown must intro¬ 
duce the legislation. And now you 
say you will make the Legislature re¬ 
sponsible for this bill,," 

Liquor Bill Before Election? 

Mr. Bowser went on to say that 
the Premier had admitted the Gov¬ 
ernment would be responsible In the 
last analysis. His advice was that 
it should be responsible in the first 
analysis. He then brought the Pre¬ 
mier to his feet by saying that what 
the Attorney-General wished would 
probably be the course followed. 

Mr. Bowser was of tho opinion 
that a liquor control bill had been 
prepared before election. 

This the Premier denied, saying 
that the only bill of this kind he had 
seen before election was a draft pre¬ 
pared by the Moderate Party. 

Does Not Know All? 

Mr. Bowser—Well, I am not sur¬ 
prised. There are lots of things go¬ 
ing on In this Government that he 
knows nothing about. 

Hon. Mr. Oliver—The Leader of the 
Opposition seems to know more about 
the workings of the Attorney-Gener¬ 
al's office than when he held that 
office himself. 

Mr. Bowser—I generally kept my 
affairs in order. 

."Who Is going to bring in this 
bill?” demanded Mr. Bowser. “The 
King’d Printer or the Sergeant-at- 
arms? Everyone knows that the Gov¬ 
ernment drafts the bill, so why all 
this political clap trap?” 

Let 8peaker Rule 

Premier Oliver advised lhat the 
best way to settle the question of the 
constitutionality of the resolution was 
to have a ruling from the Speaker. 
This, however, would not satisfy the 
Opposition Leader. 

Mr. Bowser said that the House 
would be forced to go through an 
amateur rehearsal when the bill was 
brought down, when all the time It 
would be known what was going to 
hanpen. 

Futhermore, he charged, the Gov¬ 
ernment was being very careful of 
the party patronage question In ar¬ 
ranging for the administration of the 
act. 

He concluded by Informing the 
House that the members of the Con¬ 
servative opposition would vote 
against the resolution.

War and others to learn that accord- j 
ing to the law of Canada as laid down i 
by the Courts of British Columbia in ( 
a recent case, a wife may leave her , 
tiUHband and take up residence with a 
single man. It will merely be neees- J 
sary for her to arrange for one or ' 
more small children to reside in the 
house, which must contain not less 
than two bedrooms. The wife must 1 
not walk along a public highway with 
her employer. Providing she complies I 
with the above simple conditions she i 
may hold the status of housekeeper 
to her, employer. 

It appears also that such an ar¬ 
rangement as described above will in ! 
no way prejudice her claim updn her < 
husband for support should she de¬ 
sire to return to him, and moreover, 
a husband would not have any legal 
grounds to divorce his wife for be¬ 
having as described above. It would 1 
appear to the mind of the writer that 
in the event of such customs becom¬ 
ing at all general, a husband in some 
instances might be rather uncertain 
regarding the paternity of his wife's 
children, and also other obvious dan¬ 
gers would arise.

AGRICULTURE IN SAANICH. 

To the Editor:—The action of the 
Saanich School Board, as reported in 
the press, In attempting to interfere 
again with the techlncal training in 
the Saanich Schols by dispensing 
with tiie services of the Supervisor 
of School-Gardening and Nature 
Study seems very unfortunate and 
ill-advised. 

The great need of Canada is more 
people willing to engage in agricul¬ 
tural pursuits instead of crowding 
Into the cities to add to the ranks of 
the discontented unemployed. 

The Dominion Government, realiz¬ 
ing that the actual result of our pre¬ 
sent course of education has been the 
production of a city-loving child, aet 
aside a sum of money for advancing 
a type of education which would lead 
the children to choose the life on the 
farm. 

This money is administered by the 
Provincial Governments and the sal¬ 
ary of the Supervisor of Education 
for Saanich Is p&ld entirely by the 
Dominion Government grant to this 
fund. In addition, most of the cost of 
fertilizing, cultivation, seed, etc., Is 
paid out of this fund. The total ex¬ 
pense to Saanich for teaching thesfr 


subjects to the 1,700 children of 
Saanich has been per year: 

1917— 139.63 plus $360 travelling 
expenses. 

1918— $248.30 plus $360 travelling 
expenses. 

1919— 1193.29 plus $360 travelling 
expenses. 

1920— $391.77 plus $360 travelling 
expenses. 

Mr. Hallwrlght’s role is to assist 
the teachers in Instilling a love of 
plants and animals in the hearts of 
the youngsters so that they will feel 
impelled to choose some phase of 
agriculture as a life vocation. The 
teachers who are the product of the 
present system of education have, 
many of them, cityward ideals, and 
so agriculture has often to be taught 
by very weak agencies. In spite of 
this, great enthusiasm has been 
stirred up ln the children in every 
district where it has been taught ln 
Saanich. The splendid Rotary Cup 
for Saanich seed-production has had 
much to do with arousing this inter¬ 
est, and It would be a great calamity 
to see the good work nipped ln the 
bud. 

Mr. Hallwright has been advertis¬ 
ing the suitability of Saanich for 
seed-production in season and out, 
and no doubt his connection with the 
Island and District Development As¬ 
sociation, has been the means of 
bringing many settlers to the dis¬ 
trict. 

He has also ventured as a private 
citizen to invest his means in a seed- ; 
growing enterprise so that he shows 
personal confidence in the practical 
possibilities of his teaching. 

Mr. Hallwright’8 car hus always i 
been at the disposal of the Saanich i 
Schools in carrying the boys and 
girls to football matches and athle¬ 
tic events of all kinds, and in deliv¬ 
ering hundreds of parcels to the 
scattered schools of the municipality. 
He has also carried on well-attended 
night classes in agriculture in the 
outlying parts of Saanich. 

It would seem that a man so Inde¬ 
fatigable in the attempt to build up a 
varied interest in agriculture can be 
ill-spared by Saanich with her large 
acreage of neglected vacant land.

Out in All Weathers and 
Show Great Speed

Boston, Feb. 15.—Defense of the 
America cup against the next for¬ 
eign challenge has begun. It was an¬ 
nounced here. Yachting Interests af¬ 
filiated with the NeW York Yacht ] 
Club have gone far to anticipate an- ! 
other international effort to lift the 
cup. Two model yachts were the I 
mfcdhim of research tests, the results 
of which will probably be reflected 
in the next races. . 

The models prere matched against 
each other under all kinds of wind 
and weather off Provincetown In 
races that extended through several 
months. 

Sent to New York. 

The models have been shipped to 
the New York Yacht Club for safe 
keeping and exhibition. They are 
are nine feet long, and the mast stands 
fifteen feet high. In length they are 
approximately one-tenth the size of 
the Resolute. Thf models cost $3,000 
each. They weighed between 200 and 
300 pounds each. 

The yachts were made to represent 
opposing ideas in sloop architecture 
and were changed from time to time 
to try out new possibilities of sail 
plan and boat balance. 

The models were so keely drawn 
that they sped on reaches fast en¬ 
ough to require use of a motorboat by 
those conducting the tests. Actual 
operation was stimulated to a degree 
that made it seem human hands were 
at the wheels of the yachts. Instead, 
a mechanism controlled by k clock 
adjustment worked out the move¬ 
ments of tack and jib. swinging rud¬ 
der and shifting salL 

The designer was W. S. Burgess, 
naval architect and builder, who was 
In charge of the tests.

The light cruiser Aurora and the destroyers Patriot and Patri¬ 
cian are oil burners, and while the fleet is on this coast the re¬ 
fueling operations will be carried out at the Macaulay Point depot, 
where adequate facilities are available for the rapid fueling of 
ships.. The Canadian fleet is expected to arrive at Esquimalt on 
March 9 from Halifax via the West Indies and the Panama Canal. 

The Canadian vessels are through tho 
Canal zone and are now steaming up 
the Pacific Coast. The first call on 
this coast will be at San Diego, 
where the fleet will be met by the 
British tanker War Sepoy, now en 
route here from Borneo. 

Eight Thousand Tons. 

The War* Sepoy, carrying about 
8.000 tons of fuel oil. is expected to 
reach this port on Thursday, and 
will discharge 6,000 tons of fuel oil 
Into the largest of the Imperial Oil 
ranks at Macaulay Point. This tank 
has a capacity of about a million and 
a half gallons and will just about 
be filled when the War Sepoy has 
completed pumping operations. 

To Meet Fleet. 

With the balance of her fuel cargo 
in her tanks, the War Sepoy will at 
once clear for San Diego to meet tho 
Canadian naval ships. After refuel¬ 
ing nt the California port, the Aurora, 

Patriot and Patrician uml accom¬ 
panying submarines, will continue 
the voyage to Esquimalt.

These changes pertain to one of 
the marvels of modern seagoing, the 
use of oil as fuel to drive great ships. 

Power of Tiny Oil 8pray. 

Given a spray of oil passing into a 
firebox through a hole no larger than 
tlie head of a small pin—to be 
exact, a hole 63.1000ths of an Inch In 
diameter—and a giant ship of 60.- 
000 tons weight being forced through 
the seas at the speed of an ordinary 
railroad train, and you have the 
cause and effect in a miracle of mod¬ 
ern navigation. Of course the spray 
of oil must be multiplied many times 
to create the energy which will push 
the huge mass of steel, that Is the 
ship, at a rate of better than 26 land 
miles an hour. There are, in fact, 
many different fires under the ship’s 
boilers to create the steam needed 
to drive her giant engines; yet each 
little spray alone feeds a fire of its 
own, and hence it may be visualized 
! as the unit of power in the modern

FOR BURRARD INLET 


As the Nippon Yusen Kaisha liner j 
Katori Maru was casting off her lines I 
at the Outer Docks at 7.30 o’clock !

They do not toll or sweat, 
but walk around a perfectly cool and 
well ventilated boiler room, occa¬ 
sionally turning a valve or peeping 
at a fire through a small hole in the 
closed front of the fire box, and all 
the while looking as cool, calm and 
collected as a sexton In a church. 
One man attends twelve fires and 
does it easily. 

An Atomizer For Oil. 

The burner which wrought this 
change is the heart of the oil .burning 
system, and it Is so exceedingly 
simple that the layman tvonfiers why 
no one thought of inventing it before. 
It works on the principle of an or¬ 
dinary atomizer, spraying the oil 
under moderate pressure into the 
firebox. The scattered spray is 
caught up In a fierce glowing heat, 
which raises steam in the boiler tubes 
to be conveyed through pipes to the 
engines. That In short Js the whole 
system of creuting energy for ships 
by the use of oil. The details of the 
systems are correspondingly simple. 
The oil Is first heated. In colls that 
look like the ordinary domestic gas 
heater colls, familiar In most city 
households. These colls are encased 
In cylinders of Iron, Into which live 
steam is Introduced, quickly heating 
the oil as it passes through the colls. 
To regulate the flow of heated oil 
through the pin-head opening in the 
furnace front, a needle valve Is em¬ 
ployed. identical in principle to the 
valve in an automobile carburetor. 
This valves has certain curving | 
grooves cut In it, which serve to give 
the oil a rotary motion needed to 
spray it in the fire. Not only Is In¬ 
tense heat generated by the tiny 
spray of oil—which Is sufficient to 
take the place of several bushels of 
coal—but there is scarcely any smut, 
or carbon, remaining after the com¬ 
bustion has gone on steadily In the 
chamber for several hours. What 
there Is may be cleaned away quickly 
by removal of the firing apparatus 
and the substitution of another, a 
process of a few minutes. 

How Supply Is Handled.

CHILE NITRATE 


Liberal Chieftain Will Rrge 
Appeal to People 


The Republic of Chile, favorably 
situated throughout the war because 
<Jf a continuous world demand for her 
nitrate, for use in the manufacture of 
munitions and fertilizer, stands out 
as one of the few countries which 
were able to reduce their national 
debts during the war period, accord¬ 
ing to a report on conditions In Chile 
issued by the Guaranty Trust Com¬ 
pany of New York. The direct debt 
of Chile, expressed in United States 
money, is now $161,265,000. as com¬ 
pared with $175,500,000 at the end of 
1913. In addition to possessing the 
advantage of a relatively small debt, 
the bank says, the Chilean govern¬ 
ment owns 2,836 miles of railway, and 
telegraph nnd other properties, 
valued in 1918 at $240,000,000, which 
is $26,261,325 more than the debt at 
the beginning of 1921.

The Dominion Forestry Branch is 
the pioneer in systematic slash dis¬ 
posal In Canada. On all timber sales 
in the Dominion forest reserves, this 
is one of the terms of the contract. 
Slash disposal Is now generally In ef¬ 
fect In timber sales on unlicensed 
lands in the Dominion forest reserves. 
Operators find that, once their men 
become familiar with the work and 
recognize that it must be done, the 
cost Is by no means prohibitive and 
competition with timber cut under 
other conditions is quite possible.
